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DETAILED ACTION 

In view of applicant's amendment received August 26, 2004, claims 1-38 have 
been canceled, and claims 39-84 have been entered. In view of applicant's election of 
Group I received October 19, 2005, claims 39-55, 78, and 79 have been examined. 
Claims 56-77, 80-84 are drawn to non-elected invention. 

Applicant's remarks have been considered but are moot in view of the new 
rejection which follows. 



Response to Amendment 

The amendment to the claims filed on August 26, 2004 does not comply with the 
requirements of 37 CFR 1.121(c) because applicant has failed to provide a complete 
listing of the claims and to use claim identifiers. Amendments to the claims filed on or 
after July 30, 2003 must comply with 37 CFR 1 .121(c) which states: 



(c) Claims. Amendments to a claim must be made by rewriting the entire claim 
with all changes (e.g., additions and deletions) as indicated in this subsection, except 
when the claim is being canceled. Each amendment document that includes a change 
to an existing claim, cancellation of an existing claim or addition of a new claim, must 
include a complete listing of all claims ever presented, including the text of all pending 
and withdrawn claims, in the application. The claim listing, including the text of the 
claims, in the amendment document will serve to replace all prior versions of the claims, 
in the application. In the claim listing, the status of every claim must be indicated after 
its claim number by using one of the following identifiers in a parenthetical expression:

(New), and (Not entered). 

(1 ) Claim listing. All of the claims presented in a claim listing shall be 
presented in ascending numerical order.

(canceled)). The claim listing shall commence on a separate sheet of the amendment 
document and the sheet(s) that contain the text of any part of the claims shall not 
contain any other part of the amendment.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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Claims 39-55, 78, 79 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
German Patent DE 29701746 U1 to Pohner. 
Claims 39-44, 78 and 79: 

As described in the English abstract, Pohner discloses a method of providing a 
strong structural member, by providing a binding such as glue to bind, secure, and 
interconnect a plurality of fibers. Pohner's forming system comprises the steps of 
making a mixture of plant fiber and glue, the glue comprising 5-1 0 percent of the volume 
of the mixture, and compressing the mixture to form the structural member. Glue has a 
self-locking component by virtue of its adhesive properties. Once the glue and fiber has 
dried, the combination is able to transfer shear forces, as Pohner creates furniture with 
the structural members. 
Claims 45-55 and 79: 

Claims 45-55 and 79 further include structure such as a wall surfacing material, 
release membranes, plaster spacers, instrumentation to gauge fiber density, anchors, 
and equipment that constructs panels. Such structure does not further limit the steps in 
the claimed method of providing and forming a binder, fiber, and glue product.
